Nixon visit to Cairo and 


Jerusalem under study 
May depend on Suez progress

US. President Richard Nixon Is 
considering vislting the Middle East 
as part of his personal diplomacy 
drive which iststake him to Pe- 
king and Moscow next year with the 
aim of easing tension throughout 
the world, reliable sources said yes- 
terday. 


Mr. Nixon's projected visit to the 
Middle East was understood to be 
currently under study by a team 
of experts in the White House and 
State Department. The State De- 
partment was said to be encour- 
aged in pursuing the project by the 
current reports from U.S. embas- 
stes in this region indicating that 
the American administration was 
becoming more of a factor and its 
image improving. 

Nevertheless, the Middle’ East 
trip 15 likely to depend on a suc- 
cessful outcome of current U.S. 
efforts to reach an interim settle- 
ment between Egypt and Israel for 
reopening the Suez Canal, these 
sources sald. This would indicate 
that Mr. Nixon's visit might be 
confined to Cairo and Jerusalem, 
although he might also include 
Saudi Arabia. 


The visit would be preceded by 
one from U.S. Assistant Secretary 
of State Joseph Sisco, who is ex- 
pected before the end of the year 
with Washington's latest views on 
a Suez Canal settlement. 


Meanwhile, the U.S.-Egyptian 
dialogue is likely to be intensified 
within the next few weeks with the 
arrival in Cairo of the Director of 


the State Department's Egyptian 
Desk, Mr. Michwel Sterner, who is 
expected to take over the U.S. “in- 
terests section” in the Beyptian 
capital in place of Donald Bergus, 
Mr. Sterner, who served in Cairo 
as the American Embassy's politi- 
cal officer in 1960-1964, is a close as- 
soclate of Secretary of State William

Ministers approve 
anti-strike bill

- The Cabinet last night approved the Labour Bill banning strikes 
in the State and public sectors of the ecomomy. The decision came 
after a lengthy session where it ig understood the Bilt came wuder 
attack from both the Left and Right wings. Despite the opposition 
the Bill was approved in the version which was tabled, with without any 


major amendments. 

The two Mapam Minis- 
ters, Victor Shemtov ad Nathan 
Peled, voted against the Bill, while 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan, 
who had previously demanded more 
stringent legislation, conceded Lhai 
the present draft was the only one 
which would satisfy both the Gov- 
ernment and the Histadrut. 

The Settlement of Labour Dis- 
putes Bill was drawn up by the 
Government in an effort to stem the 
rash of strikes which shook the eco- 
nomy. over the past few months. 
After much opposition by the His- 
tadrut, a gee was worked out 
banning ell strikes over ‘wages or 
social benefits during the period of 
8 collective labour agreement in 
public and state services, 

‘The Bill also contains a provision 
which enables other branches to be 
included later, on condition that 
the Government consults with the 
representatives of the employees and 
employers. 

The Cabinet communique stated: 

The Ministers of Justice and uf La- 
bour presented for Cabinet approval the 
major points of the amendment to the 
Settlement of Labour. Disputes Law. The 
Proposal been agreed between re- 
Dresentatives of the Government and 
representatives of the Histadrut Exe- 
cutive. The major points of the amend- 
ment relate to the section on follective 
agreements in State and public servi- 
ces, including the following: 

1. The amendment deala with public 
services including: Government service, 
including the security establishment, lo- 
cal authorities, associations esteblished 
under the law and similar public 
services such as educational and health 
services, air transport, _ electricity, 
water, and oil.

PEKING (Reuter). — Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, President Nixon's top 
foreign policy aide, began talks 
with his Chinese hosts yesterday 
in total secrecy. Even Dr. Kissin-

penchant for secret diplomacy. 

Chinese security police politely

TUNIS (UPI). — President Habib 
Bourguiba yesterday called a meet- 
ing of the nation’s newly-elected 
Central Committee, in ἃ bid to stave 
off a split in the ruling party and 
hold on to his executive powers. 

An announcement from the 
Carthage presidential palace of the 
ailing 68-year-old “supreme fighter,” 
sald the Central Committee would 
meet tomorrow to proceed with 
the election of a 14-man political 
bureau, 

The 5S8-member Committee was 
elected last week by the 8th con- 
gress of the Socialist Destourien 
Party which Bourguiba founded and 
led in the successful fight for inde- 
pendence from France in 1956. Up 
to now, he has ruled both the party 
and the country of five million per- 
sons all but unchallenged. But at 
the congress he ran into opposition, 
over his wish to name his own suc- 
cessor, and into floor demands to 
speed up constitutional reform. 

In voting for the Central Com- 
mittee, and on resolutions demand- 
ing election of the president by the 
nation, opposition led by Ahmed 
Mestiri, fired by Bourguiba as Interior 
Minister a month earlier, outpolled 
Bourguiba supporters. Mestiri, 46, 
ended ahead of Bourguiba's personal | 
nomination as successor, Prime Min- 
ister Hedi Nouira, in rank and file 
popularity. Since then Mestiri kept 
up the fire in public statements 
that singled out Nouira, whom he 
hinted sought to “pressure” and 
“harass” him into silence.

Four Soviet 
Jews defy 
K.G.B. threat 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Four cam- 
paigners for unrestricted emigra- 
tion by Soviet Jews who want to go 
to Israel yesterday defied a K.G.B. 
that they must cease their 
activities or face possible prosecu- 
tion, Jewish sources said. 


The four men, 8} Muscovites, were 
summoned to separate meetings with

Each conversation lasted less than 
an hour and concerned recent 
methods adopted to publicize their 
caae by Jews who want to emigrace.

S the future of Autocars Ltd. 
hangs fire, negotiations are be- 
ing held behind closed doors by the 
company’s creditors — the major 
commercial banks — and its major 
shareholder — the British Leyland 
Corporation — with the active par- 
ticlpation of the Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank, which acts informally 
on behalf of the israel government. 
No information on the background 
. Of the current crisis has been vo- 
lunteered by the parties concerned, 
and one can only try to guess its 
causes. 

The one major reason seems to 
have been the company's weak fi- 
nancial structure. For a subsidiary 
of the Big British concern this 
might appear strange, but the fact is 
that Leyiand has deliberately avoid- 
ed an open takeover of Autocars, 
keeping its part at 49.5 per cent of 
the share capital, with Poseidon Ltd. 
(Mr. Shubinsky’s family holding 
company) owning a similar percent- 
age and with the decisive 1 per 
cent held by an undisclosed “dis- 
tinguished personaltty.” 

Asa result, Leyland is not formally 
responsible for Autocars, even 
though it is an open secret that the 
“personality” must be none other 
than Lord Stokes, Leyland’s chair- 
man, and that Mr. Shubinsky musi 
have been helped by Leyland in 
acquiring one half of Autocars’ 
IL9m. share capital. 

Capital small 

As far as Autocars proper is -on- 
cerned, however, it is fairly ob- 
vious that its capital is smali when 
compered with the company's total 
Uabilities, which have been estimat- 
ed at IL40m. to 1L50m. Moreover, 
the company's liabilities are known 
to have been inflated as compared 
to its assets, 

In 1968 it acquired Leyland Ash- 
@cd Corporation, which had by then 
accumulated a big loss. The price 
paid for LAC has not been discloued 
Sut must have been quite substan- 
tial Shortly thereafter Autocars ac- 
quired TIL, — the former Min Indus- 
tries — at a price which was then 
considered to be about three times 
the plant's actual worth. If the 
dead wesd is written off Au:ccars’ 
balance sheet, one may wonder whe- 
ther much will remain of its share 
capital. 

While these facts are common 
knowledge, the way this expansion 
was financed must be kept in mind. 
When Leyland first decided to set 
up a plant of its own in this coun- 
try —~ back in 1961 — it financed 
that venture almost entirely from 
own sources, investing in Leyland 
Ashdod Corporation £200,000 (about 
$570,000). 

"When, however, all of that capital 
— and more — went down the 
drain, Leyland did not rush to the 
rescue of its subsidiary. Instead it 
joined Koor and Central Trade in set- 
ting up a new company — Leyland

The end result was 
that Leyland acquired its 26 per 
cent In the joint concern at no 
cost — probably even at a gain. 

The manoeuvre used was 85 
simple as it was ingenious. It pro- 
vided the financing required for the 
new concern’s ambitious pro- 
gramme, which included both as- 
sembly of buses and trucks (at the 
Ashdod plant) and that of passenger 
ears, for which another plant had 
to be found. That problem was 
solved by joining hands with Auto- 
cars — which had been assembling 
fibreglass cars with Ford motors 
(at its Tirat Hacarmel plant) and 
was willing to replace Ford makes 
by those of Leyland (whereupon Ford 
turned to the Automotive Industries 
assembly plant in Nazareth). 

In the reconstructed Autocars 
company, 74 per cent of the share 
capital was held by Leyland 
Triumph, and the rest by Shubin- 
sky's group. Autocars’ strength — 
which enabled it to acquire Ley- 
land Ashdod Corporation — was the 
£500,000 it obtained from the Brit- 
ish concern. But that money was 
not invested in equity. Rather it was 
lent against debentures at 7 per 
cent interest, due to be repaid over 
ten years. 
When Min Industries collapsed, 
and the government cajoled and 
prodded Autocars to take it over 
at an exorbitant price, the financing 
problem wes again'solved by piling 
up debts. The Industrial Development 
Bank provided about Ildm., and 
Bank Hapoalim obliged to the tune 
of IL9m. (repayable over 13 years

at 9 per cent interest). 

More bank credits seem to have 
been necessary for working capital. 
Eventually, Leyland had to convert 
£200,000 (about IL2m.) of the above 
loan into equity, but that was of no 
help to Autocars, because the mo- 
ney was paid over to Koor and 
Central Trade, with whom the British 
quarrelled in the meantime, so that 
the two preferred to leave the part- 
nership. 

On the strength of the above fl- 
gures Autocars must now be bur- 
dened by a heavy debt service 
which may easily amount to IL3m. 
8 year. And Leyland must be wear- 
ing two caps in the current nego- 
tiatlong — that of Autocars’ major 
shareholder, and that of its creditor 
and major supplier. Even though no 
details are known about the current 
talks one may presume that the 
two approaches cannot be easily 
reconciled. 

A long and tortuous path has 
brought the British concern to con- 
trol one of our major industrial en- 
terprises — and that at a minimum 
outlay of capital Yet, after a de- 
cade of operation in this country, 
nobody is sure — least of all, it 
seems, Leyland itself—whether the 
British are willing to take part in 
Israel's industrial development. 

The crucial point about Autocars 
is not its finauces, but its lack of 
concern about efficient use of re- 
sources and growth of production. 
The number of buses assembled in 
the Ashdod plant in 1970 was less 
than in 1965. Autocars’ output of 
light commercial vehicles, tenders 
and vans, was for long almost sta- 
tionary: while it seems to have 
Picked up, its share in the indus-

In the production of passenger cars, 
Autocars has long been overtaken 
by the Nazareth Automotive Indus- 
tries. Most remarkable, it supplies 
only about half of the heavy (die- 
Sel) trucks purchased in this coun, 
try, in spite of the quite extraor; 
dinary protective duty which bene- 
fits it in this field, because many 
users prefer to pay much bigher 
patos for imported (often heavier) 
lorries. 


Moreover, complaints abovt the 
quality of Leyland products, about 
delays and faulty service, are too 
frequent to be overlooked. While 
Autocars ‘claims its versatility is 
the best guarantee for meeting all 
customers’ requests, its ecustom- 
ers doubt whether this is the case. 
Neither has the company deepened 
its local production, so as to im- 
crease the added value of its pro- 
ducts, {2 accordance with its com- 
mittment. And after a few sporadic 
attempts it is no longer active in 
export. In contrast, Automotive In- 
dustries, which has a higher con- 
tent of local lebour, has steadily ex- 
panded its sales abroad both In ab- 
solute terms and relative to its 
turnover. 

Opinions are divided about the 
actual cost of the dollar saved in 
local assembly: of motor vehicles 
— in particular of cars and vans 
— and whether this industry is 
viable in a small country like Israel. 
Autocars’ record in this respect is 
not encouraging. 

When Leyland decided to set up 
ἃ plant here in 1961, braving the 
Arab boycott, it may have been en-

But that protection — in a some- 
what modified form — ig still In 
force without producing much of a 
Positive effect. Should Autocars 
gucceed in consolidating its finan- 
cial position, one is still not sure 
whether it will find its feet when 
the ban on import of non-Leyland 
buses expires in 1971, and when 
the fiscal discrimination against non- 
Leyland diesel trucks is gradually 
reduced over the next four years. 
In the end it may turn out that 
Autocars is not really intended to 
develop into a fully-fledged, sound, 
industrial project, that it has just 
enabled Leyland to expand its sales 
to a captive israel market with 
resulting profits by far exceeding 
its relatively. modest investment 
here. But that is hardly what all 
the protection and the investment 
incentives were intended to achteve. 

Indeed, the British concern can- 
not be blamed for its policy. It is 
a private company which wants to 
earn the highest profit for its 
shareholders. For a while it seems 
to have seriously considered Israel 
a hopeful production and export 
base, but seems to have changed 
its mind by the mid-‘sixties, pre- 
ferring to shift tts production elze- 
where, and to treat Israel — by and 
large — as a welcome customer. 

But our administration has been 
unable — or unwilling --- to wake 
up from its pipedream, to shrug 
off the vested interests — labour, 
capital, credit, personal — which 
has been generated in the meantime. 
It extended the extra protection 
given to Leyland products. It capped 
that by an unprecedented agree- 
ment of 1969 which gave Leyland 
government guarantee for the sale 
of 3,000 heavy trucks and 1,000 
uses. It help2d finance Autocars’ 
unwarranted expansion. And = it 
stands now with nothing to show 
for all this, and with the threat of 
more disappointments ahead.

the investigation is still in pro- 


gress. 

First interrogated were the pas- 
sengers, Arab labourers, who re- 
portedly testified that the attack 
was carried out by three men arm- 
ed with submachineguns and ex- 
plosives. After ordering the pas- 
sengers to leave the bus, they fired 
at it, apparently in an attempt to 
set dt afire. Later they blew it up 
with explosives. Firing shots in the 
air, they disappeared into the hills 
between Beit Awwa and Dura. 

Meanwhile, the authorities yes- 
terday lifted the curfew kmposed in 
Hebron on’ Tuesday. 

In Western Galilee, police put up 
roadblocks and carefully checked all 
traffic as the search continued for 
the terrorists who placed bomb par- 
cels aboard two’ Nahariya-Haifa 
buses on Tuesday morning.

GAZA, — The MiHtary Court here 
yesterday sentenced two convicted 
terrorists to long jail terms.

local residents and demolishing the 
station; sabotaging a ratway line 
near Rafah in June 1970, : 

Bi-Khadi was captured last March 
during a curfew search in El Arish. 
Disguised as a woman, he was 
spotted easily hy the soldiers in the 
search party — he had forgotten 
to shave.

The issues raised ranged from 
appeals to release administrative 
detainees to requests that public 
and .medical services be expanded 
as in other West Bank towns. 
Mayor Hussni e-Souki fmplied that 
the Jenin district was belng dis- 
criminated against as compared to 
Hebron and Nablus, where security 
fas been relaxed and development 
fostered. Mr. Dayan promised to 
take up all issues raised with the 
proper channels. 

‘The Defence Minister demonstra- 
ted interest in the labour and eco- 
nomic situation. Mayor Souki said 
that about 3,000 local residents 
work in Israel, adding that local 
labourers currently spend their in- 
creased earnings on clothing and 
building. In answer to another 
question by Mr. Dayan, the Mayor 
said that the local farmers who 
sell thelr products in Jordan bring 
their earaings back here to spend.

A total of 2,700 graduate students 
are enrolled, of whom 2,290 are 
studying for M.Sc. degrees and 410 
for their doctorates. 

During the opening ceremony an 
honorary degrec of Doctor of Tech- 
nical Sciences was conferred on Mr. 
F. Fischbach of New York 
President Goldberg noted that the
